Dorothy Livesay's first book, Green Pitcher, was published in 1928. 
Since then she has published 9 books, winning the Governor General's 
Award for poetry twice. This spring her most comprehensive work, 
Selected and Uncollected Poems 1928-1972 will be published by Mc Graw- 
Hill Ryerson, and she is the editor of the first Canadian anthology 
of poetry solely devoted to the work of contemporary women poets, 
Thirty-Nine women Poets, to be published by Ingluvin, in Montreal. 


Dorothy Livesay was born in Winnipeg and educated in Toronto. She was 
a social worker and teacher in Montreal, New Jersey, and Vancouver. 
After World War II, she was a special correspondent for the Toronto 
Star in England and Europe. From 1959 to 1962 she lived and taught 

in Zambia. She has been a writer-in-residence at the University of 

New Brunswick and currently she teaches at the University of Alberta. 
In addition to her poetry, she has written prose criticism, documentary 
articles, CBC scripts, including a play about the plight of the British 
Columbia Indians and a documentary about the enforced evacuation of 
Japanese Canadians from the West Coast, after Pearl Harbor.
